has a non-paralytic type of polio 
and her condition is "good."

ceived the m inutest mention. The 
following is the entire record made 
of the Gettys family in the issue 
of Wednesday,

“On Sunday (M arch 12), last in 
this borough, Mrs. Isabella Gettys 
in the 84th year of her age, mother

Deaths Are Reported 
In the "C entinel" of the follow­ 
ing week appears the following: 
‘ Died on Friday (M arch 17), 
last in this borough, in the 48th 
j*ear of her age. Mrs. M ary Gettys, 
relict of General Jam es Gettys, 
who deceased the Monday preced­ 
ing." 
The m onument erected In the 
Evergreen Cem etery was erected 


J many years later by the surviving 
‘ son. Jam es Gettys. and has on the 
face of the shaft a medallion head 
of Jam es Gettys. In front of the

story of the proprietor, or rather 
two of them, one th at be was a 
lover of the anim al kingdom and 
the other that he had an Irish 
love for a Joke, even if rather 
bald. 
Fond Of His Dog 
The dog was put at his grave be­ 
cause of his known fondness for the 
animal and several that he owned. 
It Is said th at a large hound owned 
by the proprietor wore a collar bear­ 
ing this legend: “I’m James Gettys* 
dog, whose dog are you.” It Is said 
a collar bearing the same inscrip­ 
tion was put around the dog in the 
cemetery lot but In a few years was 
removed. 
Searching the records of the coun­ 
ty for facts in the life of the pro­ 


prietor of Gettysburg the vendue 
made by the executor of James 
Gettys was found and by it much 
interesting data has been made to 
appear. There is no question of his 
love for the animal kingdom for he 
owned horses; among these was his 
special favorite, a sorrel horse. Cows, 
and they seemed to have been se­ 
lected with some idea of color, hogs, 
sheep, ram, goats, turkeys, etc. This 
sale was held on March 31, 1815, 
over ninety years ago, and prices, 
articles and names present such a 
story of almost a century ago that 
it is proposed to give many extracts 
from it.

Colored Residents Of Gettysburg Divided 
Into Four Religious Groups; History Of 
Local Negro Churches From Scanty Records 


(The following history of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church of Gettysburg was taken 
from the files of the Adams 
County Historical Society and is 
the work of Jacob Longacre, 
completed in 1950 ) 


St Pauls African Methodist Epis­ 
copal Zion Church is in the 4th Epis­ 
copal District of the A. M. E. Zion 
Church, the Philadelphia and Balti­ 
more Annual Conference and the 
Philadelphia District. The church is 
located at the northwest corner of 
Breckenridge and South Washington 
Streets; the pastor lives with his 
family in an adjacent house which 
is owned and furnished by the con­ 
gregation. Tile membership of the 
church numbers approximately 60 
members and 25 children and young 
people in the Sunday School. There 
are morning and evening services 
each Sunday at ll a rn. and 7:30 
p m , 
respectively, 
with 
Sunday 
School at IO a rn. 
The history of St. Pauls, as well 
as of the other two Negro churches 
in Gettysburg, seems closely con­ 
nected with that of the Gettysburg 
Methodist Church, and I owe a par­ 
ticularly deep debt of gratitude to 
Miss Margaret M. McMillan and her 
study “Our Colored Churches in 
Gettysburg’’ for helpful information 
in this area where few records are 
available. 
“Colored Class" la 1*37 
The first official mention of Ne­ 
groes in the records of the Gettys­ 
burg Methodist Church was in April, 
1837, when, at the Quarterly Meet­ 
ing Conference, a "colored class” 
was listed, and Charles Pearman, 
colored, was represented as qualified 
to exhort and therewith given a li­ 
cense to exhort, by the Conference. 
He became the “class leader of the 
class of colored members” and ap­ 
parently attended the official class 
leaders’ meetings. He was still the 
class leader on May 19, 1838, when 
a committee was appointed to secure 
a lot and arrange to build a church 
for the Negro people of Gettysburg 
From a later record of the Quarterly 
Meeting Conference, Miss McMillan 
feels that the lot secured for this 


purpose was probably one located 
(Hi Weed Alley near the west end of 
Franklin Street and owned by Thad­ 
deus Stevens, Esquire; the church 
building erected 
was probably a 
small frame building. 
In February, 1841, the “Colored 
Class” was reported withdrawn from 
th# Methodist Church except for 
twenty-one members of the class 
who remained in the church; the 
members who withdrew joined a 
party called the “Bethelites.” This 
caused the Quarterly Meeting Con­ 
ference to take the following action; 
“Resolved th at this Conference 
affectionately request the colored 
member*, of our Church of this town 
and vicinity to come back and wor­ 
ship in the Gallery of this church 
as they have formerly done, and 
th at they have our confidence and 
respect as Christians, and that the 
money 
left 
after 
repairing 
the 
Colored Church be placed in their 
hands, and that we suggest to them 
the propriety of purchasing with 
said money two lamps for their 
accommodation and comfort on the 
Gallery." 
Lack Of Records 
The 
apparent 
lack of records 
renders difficult the tracing of the 
early 
history 
of 
th# 
AM.E.Z. 
Church, and Miss McMillan sug­ 
gests the possibility that it was 
formed by the small group that 
took over the fram e building on 
Weed Alley and later sold it to the 
Baptists. Investigation of the his­ 
tory of the Asbury Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church also suffers from a 
lack of records, but it was probably 
built after the separation caused by 
the organization of the A.MEZ. 
Church. The leading members of 
the Asbury M E. Church were the 
Penn family, and for a number of 
years this was the leading Negro 
church while 
the 
smaller group 
worshipped in the old frame build­ 
ing on Weed Alley. The member­ 
ship of the Asbury M E. Church has 
gradually declined until now (1950) 
only one last member of the Penn 
family is left. Tile church building 
and property belong to the W ash­ 
ington Methodist Conference, and 
ministers are supplied for services 


on an infrequent basis. 
St. John's Baptist Church, the 
third of the Negro churches in 
Gettysburg, has a membership of 
about five families, and Rev. Shad- 
ney comes from Harrisburg twice 
a m onth to conduct services. Thia 
group has succeeded to the owner­ 
ship of the little frame building 
on Weed Alley, which, as we have 
seen apparently housed the earlier 
Methodist groups. 
Another religi­ 
ous grouping in tile community is 
composed of the Negro members of 
the Catholic Church. At present 
there are seven or eight families, 
some 30 members, in this group 
chiefly composed of the descendants 
of one William Williams. 


In order to more fully appreciate 
the 
significance 
of 
the 
above- 
■ mentioned 
diversity 
of 
religious 
! expression, it should be noted that 
at the time of the 1940 Census there 
were 216 Negroes living in Gettys­ 
burg, all located in the Third Ward 
and mostly on South Washington 
and 
Breckenridge 
Streets. 
The 
small size of the total Negro popula­ 
tion, presently estimated at 240-260 
persons, and the division of its 
church-going 
membership 
among 
four religious groups have made 
pressing the problem of obtaining 
sufficient financial support, espe­ 
cially in the case of the A M E Z. 
Church to extricate itself from seri­ 
ous financial difficulties. 
Because this church seemed to be 
the largest center for most of the 
Negro people in the community, and 
especially the young people, the 
Gettysburg 
Minis tori urn 
(i.e. 
the 
local council of Protestant pastors) 
felt that here was a proper place 
to apply practical Christian assist­ 
ance and demonstrate the reality 
of Christian brotherhood. The more 
immediate cause for the formation 
of an organization seems to have 
been the offer of a donation on the 
part of a local citizen toward paying 
off the mortgage of $450 which the 
Lutheran 
Theological 
Seminary, 
Gettysburg, 
held 
on 
St. 
Pauls 
j A M E.Z. Church as the result of 
a loan which the Seminary had 
made to the Church. Several of 
the Protestant churches cooperated

at this time to pay off the differ­ 
ence. 
An underlying mot ne, also 
contributing 
to 
this 
movement 
although less directly, seems to have 
been concern in some areas of the 
whit# community about the appar­ 


ent lack of responsible organiza­ 
tion within the Negro churches, as 
evidenced by the constant stream 
of “raffles” and solicitations 
for 
which 
the 
members 
of 
th« se 
churches sought patronage among 
the general community. 
In any case, under the leader­ 
ship of Rev. D. F. Putm an, then 
pastor of Christ Lutheran Church, 


a 
committee 
w a s appointed, 
in­ 
cluding the pastor and two lay rep­ 
resentatives from each of the fol­ 
lowing churches: Christ Lutheran, 
St. James Lutheran, Trinity Re­ 
formed, Presbyterian, United B reth­ 
ren 
and Methodist. Subsequently 
the Church of the Brethren added 
its support to the movement and 
was accorded representation on the 
Committee. Each church represent'd 
in tile Committee was asked to con­ 
tribute a sum in proportion to its 
membership. The Committee was to 
take charge of the funds so con­ 
tributed and apportion them 
for 
the .salary of the pastor of St. Pvuls 
J A M E Z. Church, and for necessary 
repairs and other essential expenses. 
At first, tile amount contributed 
toward the pastor's salary was $20 
per month; this was raised to $25 
'p er month in 1939; in 1947 it was 
1 raised to $35 per month and cur- 
(rently represents at least hall of 
the pastor's total salary. We have 
already noted the special help given 
in paying off the mortgage «I93<>. 
j In 1939. a bathroom and plumbing 
were installed in the parsonage w ith 
the help of the Committee. In 1940,

Gettysburg Town Council, was held 
last Tuesday evening. In the ab- 
sence of both President (A. B.) 
Plank and Secretary J. P. Wisotekey, 
E. P. Wisotzkey was chosen tem- 
porary president and Mr. Hammond 
secretary. 


The resignation of J. F. Wisotzkey, 


.who has secured a position in New 
York, was read and on motion of 
Mr. Oyler the same was accepted. 


Mr. Oyler nominated Henry W.

Mr. Remmel was elected on the

four to two. Messrs. Menchey and 
Becker arrived just at*the comple- 
tion of the vote. Mr. Remmel will 
fill the unexpired term until after 
the spring election. 


A petition from the Atlantic Re- 


fining Company was read asking for 
permission to erect a gasoline tank 
of about 11,000 gallons capacity on 
the lot North of the Blocher coal 
yards, where they already have a 
coal-oil tank. The petition was ac- 
companied by a number of letters 
addressed to the company asking for 
the change to wagon deliveries and 
giving reasons for the 
desired 


change, among others that the bar- 
rels were a menace to property. 


Butt File* Protest 


J. L. Butt, Esq., was present and 


protested against placing the. tank 
In the vicinity of his property in the 
rear of Carlisle street. The Com- 
pany ought to be compelled to locate 
tanks outside of town, he said; 
ought «to be willing to locate where 
there would be no danger to prop- 
erty. M. J. Bupp who has property 
near the proposed location, was also 
present to enter a protest. He ad- 
mitted that the Oil Company agreed 
to pay any excess of insurance over 
ordinary rate. Mr. Oyler spoke 
against giving consent to having 
tank located at the place proposed.

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Colored Residents Of Gettysburg Divided 
Into Four Religious Croups; History Of 
Local Negro Churches From Scanty Records 


(The following history of the 


African Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church of Gettysburg was taken 
from the files of the Adams 
County Historical Society and is 
the work of Jacob Longacre, 
completed In 1950) 


St. Paul's African Methodist Epis- 


copal Zion Church is in the 4th Epis- 
copal District of the A. M. E. Zion 
Church, the Philadelphia and Balti- 
more Annual Conference and the 
Philadelphia District. The church is 
located at the northwest corner of 
Breckenridge and South Washington 
Streets; the pastor lives with his 
family in an adjacent house which 
is owned and furnished by the con- 
gregation. The membership of the 
church numbers approximately 60 
members and 25 children and young 
people in the Sunday School. There 
are morning and evening services 
each Sunday at 11 am. and 7:30 
pjn., 
respectively, 
with 
Sunday 


School at 10 am. 


The history of St. Paul's, as well 


as of the other two Ifegro churches 
In Gettysburg, seems closely con- 
nected with that of the Gettysburg 
Methodist Church, and I owe a par- 
ticularly deep debt of gratitude to 
Miss Margaret M. McMillan and her 
study "Our Colored Churches in 
Gettysburg" for helpful information 
in this area where few records are 
available. 


•Colored Class* In 1S37 


The first official mention of Ne- 


groes in the records of the Gettys- 
burg Methodist Church, was in April, 
1837, when, at the Quarterly Meet- 
ing Conference, a "colored class" 
was listed, and Charles Pearman, 
colored, was represented as qualified 
to exhort and therewith given a li- 
cense to exhort, by the Conference. 
He became the "class leader of the 
class of colored members" and ap- 
parently attended the official class 
leaders' meetings He was still the 
class leader on May 19, 1838, when 
a committee was appointed to secure 
a lot and arrange to build a church 
for the Negro people of Gettysburg 
Prom a later record of the Quarterly 
Meeting conference, Miss McMillan 
feels that the lot secured for this 


purpose was probably one located 
on Weed_Alley near the west end of 
Franklin Street and owned by Thad- 
deus Stevens, Esquire; the church 
building erected was probably a 


frame building. 


In February, 1841, the "Colored 


Class" was reported withdrawn from 
the Methodist Church except for 
twenty-one members of the class 
who remained in the church; the 
members who withdrew joined a 
party called the "Bethelites." This 
caused the Quarterly Meeting Con- 
ference to take the following action: 


"Resolved that this Conference 


affectionately* request the colored 
members of our Church of this town 
and vicinity to come back and wor- 
ship in the Gallery of this church 
as they have formerly done, and 
that they have our confidence and 
respect .as Christians, and that the 
money - left after repairing the 
Colored Church be placed in their 
hands, and that we suggest to them 
the propriety of purchasing with 
said money two lamps for their 
accommodation and comfort on the 
Gallery." 


Lack Of Records 


The apparent lack of records 


renders difficult the tracing of the 
early history 
of 
th£ AJK.E.Z. 


Church, and Miss McMillan sug- 
gests the possibility that it was 
formed by the small group that 
took over the frame building on 
Weed Alley and later sold it to the 
Baptists. Investigation of the his- 
tory of the Asbury Methodist Epis- 
copal Church also suffers from a 
lack of records, but it was probably 
built after the separation caused by 
the organization of the AJULRZ. 
Church. The leading members of 
the Asbury M.E. Church were the 
Perm family, and for* a number of 
years this was the. leading Negro 
church while the smaller group 
worshipped in the old frame build- 
ing on Weed Alley. The member- 
ship of the Asbury MS Church has 
gradually declined until now (1950) 
only one last member of the Penn 
family is left. The church building 
and property belong to the Wash- 
ington Methodist Conference, and 
ministers are supplied for services 


on an infrequent basis. 


St. John's Baptist Church, the 


third of the Negro churches in 
Gettysburg, has a membership of 
about five families, and Rev. Shad- 
ney comes from Harrisburg twice 
a month to conduct services. This 
group has succeeded to the owner- 
ship of the little frame building 
on Weed Alley, which, as we have 
seen apparently housed the earlier 
Methodist groups. Another religi- 
ous grouping in the community is 
composed of the Negro members of 
the Catholic Church. At present 
there are seven or eight families, 
some 30 members, in this group 
chiefly composed of the descendants 
of one William Williams. 


In order to more fully appreciate 


the significance of the 
above- 


mentioned 
diversity of religious 


expression, it should be noted that 
at the time of the, 1940 Census there 
were 216 Negroes living in Gettys- 
burg, all located in the Third Ward 
and mostly on South Washington 
and 
Breckenridge Streets. The 


small size 3f the total Negro popula- 
tion, presently estimated at 240-260 
persons, and the division of its 
church-going membership among 
four religious groups have made 
pressing the problem of obtaining 
sufficient financial support, espe- 
cially in the case of the A.M.E.Z. 
Church to extricate itself from seri- 
ous financial difficulties. 


Because this church seemed to be 


the largest center for most of the 
Negro people in the community, and 
especially the young people, the 
Gettysburg Ministerhun (i.e. the 
local council of Protestant pastors) 
felt that here was a proper place 
to apply-practical Christian assist- 
ance and demonstrate the reality 
of Christian brotherhood. The more 
immediate cause for the formation 
of an organization, seems to have 
been the offer of a donation on the 
part of a local citizen toward paying 
off the mortgage of $450 which the 
Lutheran 
Theological Seminary, 


Gettysburg, held on St. 
Paul's 


A.M.E.Z. Church as the result of 
a loan which the Seminary had 
made to the Church. Several of 
the Protestant churches cooperated

been concern in some areas of the 
white community about the appar- 


ent lack of responsible organiza- 
tion within tixe Negro churches, as 
evidenced by the constant stream 
of "raffles" and Mlicitations for 
which 
the 
members of 
these 


churches sought patronage among 
the lyifT*^ community. 


In any case, under the leader- 


ship of Rev. D. F. Putman, then 
pastor of Christ Lutheran Church, 
a committee was appointed, in- 
cluding ttoe pastor and two lay rep-- 
nsentatives from each of the fol- 
lowing churches: Christ Lutheran, 
St. James Lutheran, Trinity Re- 
formed. Presbyterian. United Breth- 
ren and Methodist. Subsequently 
the Church of the Brethren added 
its support to the movement and 
was accorded representation on the 
Committee. Bach church represented 
in the Committee was asked to con- 
tribute a sum in proportion to its 
membership. The Committee was to 
take charge of the funds so con- 
tributed and apportion them for 
the salary of the pastor of St. Paul's 
A.ME.Z. Church, and for necessary 
repairs and other essential expenses. 
At first, the amount contributed 
toward the pastor's salary was $20 
per month; this was raised to $25 
per month in 1939; in 1947 it was 
raised to $35 per month and cur- 
rently represents at least half of 
the pastor's total salary. We have 
already noted the special help given 
in paying off the mortgage (1937). 
In 1939, a bathroom and plumbing 
were installed in the parsonage with 
the help of the Committee. In 1940, 
assistance was given with repairs t«

FATAL SHOOTING 
ACCIDENT UPSET 
BOROUGH IN 1906 


The accidental shooting of a G e t-, 
tysburg woman fifty years ago spread 
a pall of gloom over this community. | 
Below is how The Compiler reported 
the tragedy in March, 1906. 


116-118 BALTIMORE ST. 
GETTYSBURG, PA. 


A distressing pistol accident took 
place on the farm of Emanuel M 
Ziegler along the York turnpike, 
tenanted by Isaac H. Weikert, on 
last Saturday night. 
Mr. Weikert had never owned a 
revolver before three or four weeks 
ago. He had decided to have a sale 
this spring and remove to a farm 
near Philadelphia. In making his 
plans for removal he found that it 
would bk necessary for him to go 
to the farm before his family and 
that he might be alone for about 
a week. In view of this contingency 
he bought a self-coqking revolver in 
this place several weeks ago. He took 
it home and it was put in tile bureau 
drawer loaded. 
Miss Fliza Weaver, daughter of the 
late Peter Weaver and Mary Bush­ 
man Weaver, and sister-in-law of 
Mr. Weikert, came to the Weikert 
home on last Friday to help them 
get ready for the sale. 
Feared Burglars 
Saturday evening Mrs. Weikert 
and her sister, Miss Eliza Weaver, 
went upstairs with four or five of 
the children. Mr. Weikert shortly 
afterwards followed, carrying the 
baby. The two women went into the 
room where the pistol had been 
placed in a bureau drawer. There 
was some talk about a balcony door 
that the wind had blown open on 
several previous nights. 
Mrs. Weikert pulling the drawer 
open and taking up the pistol said 
to her sister “Take this and use it 
if any burglars get after you.” 
Tile words were hardly out of her 
mouth, when the pistol went off. The 
ball cut through the right eyeball 
and went through the head. Miss 
Weaver fell to the floor. 
Death Instantaneous 
Mr. Weikert ran at once to the 
Eckert farm and John Eckert rode 
to town and brought out Dr. H. L. 
Diehl, who said death had been 
instantaneous.

FATAL SHOOTING 
ACCIDENT UPSET 
BOROUGH IN 1906 


The accidental shooting of a Get- 


tysburg woman fifty years ago spread 
a pall of gloom over this community. 
Below is how The Compiler reported 
the tragedy in March, 1906. 


A distressing pistol accident took 


place on the farm of Emanuel M. 
Ziegler along the York turnpike, 
tenanted by Isaac H. Weikert, on 
last Saturday, night. 


Mr. Weikert had never owned a 


revolver before three or four weeks 
ago. He had decided to have a sale 
this spring and remove to a farm 
near Philadelphia. In making his 
plans for removal he found that it 
would be necessary for him to go 
to the farm before his family and 
that he might be alone for about 
a week. In view of this contingency 
he bought a self-cocking revolver hi 
this place several weeks ago. He took 
it home and it was put in the bureau 
drawer loaded. 


Miss-Eliza Weaver,-.daughter of the 


late Peter Weaver and Mary Bush- 
man Weaver, and sister-in-law of 
Mr. Weikert, came to the Weikert 
home on last Friday to help them 
get ready for the sale. 


Feared Burglars 


Saturday evening -Mrs. Weikert 


and her sister, Miss Eliza Weaver, 
went upstairs with four or five of 
the children. Mr. Weikert shortly 
afterwards followed, carrying the 
baby. The two women went into the 
rooin where the. pistol had been 
placed in a bureau drawer. There 
was some talk about a balcony door 
that the wind had blown open on 
several previous nights. 


Mrs. Weikert pulling the drawer 


open and taking up the pistol said 
to her sister "Take this and use it 
if any burglars get after you." 


The words were hardly out of her 


mouth, when the pistol went off. The 
ball cut through the right eyeball 
and went through the head. Miss 
Weaver fell to the floor. 


Death Instantaneous 


Mr. Weikert ran at once to the 


Eckert farm and John Eckert rode 
to town and brought out Dr. H. L. 
Diehl, who said death had been 
instantaneous. 


Miss Eliza Weaver had been taking 


care of Ifer aged mother living near 
Fairfield, being the only child at 
home. Mrs. Weikert was in a serious 
condition Sunday, the terrible acci- 
dent and her part in it completely 
prostrating her. The arrival of her 
mother on Sunday helped her and 
latest reports say she is better.

During the controversy which 


resulted in the erection of Adams 
County from a part of York, the 
question of a county seat for the 
new county was one of great im- 
portance; 
and, while 
several 


places were suggested as suitable 
for the purpose, Gettys-town and 
Hunters'-town were the principal 
rivals. The finishing argument in 
the matter, however, was furnished 
by General Gettys and his wife. 
Mary, when, on the 24th day of 
January, 1799, he deeded to Rev. 
Alexander 
Dobbin 
and 
David 


Moore, in trust, two hundred quit 
rents and a lot for a "goal" upon 
the condition that the seat of jus- 
tice be established at Gettys-town.

Bedding was homemade, chaff 


bed, sheets, blankets and the home 
raised geese furnished the feathers 
lor the big feather bed that kept 
them warm in winter. 


One hundreo. years ago mer 


and women toiled from the rising 
to the setting of the sun for the 
living they had and their work 
was never done. Everything worn. 
everything used in the domestic 
economy, everything eaten was 
hand made by slow^processes. 


The farmer of those days had 


bis time fully occupied getting the 
ground ready for the crops, cut- 
ting the crops with the scythe 
beating the harvest out with the 
flail, and doing the endless num- 
ber of things that had to be done 
with homemade tools. 


The contents of the houses were 


in a sense homemade. The bed- 
steads, bureaus, tables, chairs, 
cupboards, secretaries and what- 
knots were made slowly by hand 
by the local cabinet maker. They 
were mortised and glued together 
so that to this day many remain 
perfect.

Known As General 


Those were the days when the 


military spirit was fostered. The 
United States had thrown off the 
English yoke but had not become 
Strong and a patriotic people, per- 
adventure the need, formed mili- 
tary companies and militia wher- 
ever there was enough men for 
the purpose. Gettysburg was no ex- 
ception. James Gettys gave his en- 
couragement to these organizations 
took an active interest in them, 
and derived the title of colonel 
from that source, and before his 
death this military title had grown 
until he was known by every one 
as General James Gettys.

Build First 
Cement Span 
50 Years Ago 


On last Thursday . (Fifty Years 


Ago) 
Commissioners Group, Re- 


bert and Bushey opened the bids 
for the erection of a concrete or 
cement bridge over 
Swift Run 


where the old York turnpike crosses 
the creek. 


It was absolutely necessary to 


erect this .bridge, _as_ihe old stone-|leet 
bridge at that point is a ruin and 
has been pronounced unsafe and 
dangerous. Recently the commis- 
sioners had to put up warnings to 
prevent heavy wagons using the 
bridge. A grand jury and the court 
had approved the building of a 
bridge at that point. 


In determining upon the kind of 


a bridge the Commissioners de- 
cided that a concrete or cement 
bridge was 
the kind to erect. 


Bridgemen say it is the bridge 
of the future, the kind railroads 
are now building. The, cost is about 
the same as an iron bridge ana 
when built does not require repairs 
and one of the big items of ex- 
pense to the county is the repair- 
ing of the 125 bridges owned by 
county. 


9 Feet Above Water 


The Swift Run bridge, the first 


cement bridge to be erected in 
the county, requires a span of 40 


LJn. the clear. It will be a 


single span, 9 feet above the 
water line with a sixteen foot road 
bed. The bridge contractor builds 
all the walls and approaches and 
the bridge itself is a network of 
steel 
of rough 
surface, 
firmly 


planted in the wing walls of ce- 
ment and every part of the iron 


imbedded in cement. When finished 
not an inch of iron is in sight, | 
and bridge is solid cement or rock. 
The bridge floor is macadamized 
and there is nothing about the 
bridge to 
require repair. 
The 


specifications called for a high 
grade, of cement equal to Lehigh. 
The contractor is to clean up an 
refuse and turn bridge over com- 
plete. 


There were two bidders, the 


Nelson Construction Company bid 
$2,700 and the York Bridge Co. 
$3,040. The contract was awarded 
the Nelson Co., A. G. Shaw, C. E.:

Churches and homes were also 
added to the county seat. 


Gettysburg was hardly created 


before the era of turnpike building 
began. Gettysburg was on the high- 
way 
between Philadelphia and 


Pittsburgh and-was the junction of 
another turnpike to Baltimore. 


Taverns And Inns 


The building of the pikes de- 


veloped the taverns and inns. Get- 
tysburg became a famous stopping 
place and nearly every square bad 
a tavern or inn. They were dif- 
ferent from the hotels of-today. 


A necessary part of a wagon 


inn was a big yard, usually paved 
with cobblestones, into which the 
Conestoga wagons could be driven 
and 
sheltered. 
Sometimes the 


wagons would-be used by the emi- 
grants to live in, sometimes the 
inns gave a night's lodging. 


The wagoneers were a pic- 


turesque feature of that epoch. Per- 
haps his team was one of six 
horses and over each horse was a 
half hoop to which several bells 
were fastened. The advent of a 
wagon could be heard rinsing afar 
off. 


Everything was carried in the 


Conestoga wagons, Soxes, barrels, 
coal and over the end board often 
could be seen a row of eyes be- 
longing to the emigrants destined 
to develop the great west land. 


Water Company Started 


The teamster often rode the sad- 


dle horse, or he would stretch him- 
self on the lazy board, or he would 
walk the hills. 


The stage coach was just as pic- 


turesque a mode df travel, with its 
big belly into which one could 
disappear and be rolled and jolted 
over the long stretches of pike.

through wooden pipe, and the re- 
mains pf one of these old wooden 
pipes was dug up during the past

Later the reservoir on Stratton 


St. was built and iron pipe sub- 
stituted for the wooden ones. 


When the railroad building epoch 


struck the county, Gettysburg had 
many hopes which failed to ma- 
terialize. It looked in the thirties 
as through the Pennsylvania rail- 
road might follow the turnpike road 
and Gettysburg would be on its 
main line. The Gettysburg branch 
of the Pennsylvania railroad was 
incorporated. 


"Tunnel In Mountains" 


Thaddeus Stevens worked hard to 


get a railroad built through Gec- 
tysburg to. his iron works in the 
mountains and much work was 
done on a road bed, which was 
caricatured in those days as be- 
ginning nowhere and ending in a 
hola in the ground—a tunnel in the 
mountains. 


It was late in the fifties, after a 


score of years in which a railroad 
had been talked about that the first 
railroad was completed to this 
place. The first train arrived July 
1, 1858, and it came under the 
name of Hanover Junction, Han- 
over and Gettysburg railroad. 


The first half century of exist- 


ence of the town was marked with 
a fame of carriage building plants. 
When this industry was at its 
height, Gettysburg was undoubted- 
ly building more carriages than 
any other community in the coun- 
-ry. 


Mfeny Carriage Plants 


Nearly every one in the town 


was interested in the carriage 
building industries. The stores kept 
certain supplies needed and there 
was plenty of work in all the 
branches. 


The carriage plant of David Lit- 


tle was one of the largest and that 
of William Hoffman a good second 
to it. There were numerous other 
establishments, those of Leonard 
Stough, William Graham, Datiner 
and Ziegler and others. 


The various branches of the busi- 


ness required separate buildings 
and a carriage plant was an impos- 
ing business concern. 


There was the blacksmith shop 


in which the iron work was made 
and tires put on wheels, 


In the cabinet making shop the 


bodies of the carriages were made 
and built. 


Then they went to the trimming 


shops, where the canvas covers 
were made and stretched over the 
tops. 


Silversmith Shop 


The paint shop was near at hand 


in which they were finished. The 
business required a silversmith 
shop in which the silver plating for 
the carriages was done. Robert D. 
Armor, one of our oldest citizens, 
for many years conducted the sil-1 


versmith shop in one of the estab- 
lishments. 


The war broke up the business 


for the town and one by one the 
shons ceased until today there is 


but one shop run, that of Harry 
Troxel. 


It was a sight to see a float of

Requesting a new member 
of Congress to vote in favor of a 
college appropriation Stevens ad- 
jured him: "Young man. never in 
all your life oppose any measure for 
the education of the people.

War. The total loss in property 
and material amounted to $80,000 
but no indemnity was ever asked 
for or received. 


With the exception of the lower 


forge and rolling mill, the works 
were rebuilt and business was re- 
sumed: but after Mr. Stevens' 
death in 1858 they closed for all 
time.

were not taken out by .train, or 
knocked down in the Conestoga 
Wagons. The finished carriage in a 
neat cover of muslin was hitched 
one behind the other, as many as 
a pair of horses could pull and 
these floats would start southward 
for a market. The work of a sea- 
son would go away in the floats 
and the return of those in charge 
would be awaited anxiously for 
wages and profits were tied up in 
them. When the money arrived in 
town it meant good times. 


Made Some Hats , 


The carriage making business 


with its many branches is not the 
only one that has disappeared in 
the one hundred years. At one time 
the making of hats was quite an 
extensive business in Gettysburg. 


William Paxton was engaged in 


the mating of hats, so also was 
Smith McCreary, Samuel Ziegler 
and others Not a hatter remains 
and there hasn't been one in the 
place for many years. 


The lace weaving was an indus- 


try of the past Robert Sheads, the 
oldest native born citizen of the 
borough, was among the last to be 
engaged in this business. 


A number of tanneries flourished 


during the century and all but one 
have disappeared. Those last to 
disappear were the Winebrenner 
tannery down in Sleepy Hollow, the 
Rupp tannery on Stratton street, 
opposite 
St. 
James 
Lutheran 


Church and the Gilbert tannery 
along the railroad. There were 
older ones that had disappeared 
before those mentioned. 


Spinning Wheel Factory 


A spinning wheel factory was 


started soon after the borough was 
incorporated. A large pottery was 
doing a good business at that time. 
Among the last of the old potteries 
to be operated was the Menchey 
pottery. A sugar cane mill was 
operated for a number of years by 
Henry TJtz. Chair making was 


quite a business of the town before 
the war. The town had its full 
quota of good cabinet makers, 
shoemakers and other expert work, 
men. 


The Gas Company commenced 


business about 1860. 


Four years of Civil War passed 


over the land and Gettysburg had 
become a name known around the 
world. Here the greatest Anglo- 
Saxon armies that ever waged war 
met and Gettysburg was the be- 
ginning of the end of the issue that 
determined that the Union must 
forever remain indissoluble. 


The battlefield epoch is the name 


of the period of time the town en- 
tered nearly 43 years ago and ic 
which it still goes forward and is 
destined to go forward perhaps for 
ages to come. 


National Cemetery 


The great battle, the creation of 


the National Cemetery, the organi- 
zation of the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Memorial Association have de- 
veloped this epoch. It fittingly led 
up to a Battlefield Commission 
maintained by the United States, 
with an ultimate object in view of 
the Gettysburg National Military 
Park. 


Before the battlefield epoch got 


in full swing there was a County 
Fair era, beginning after the war 
and lasting a number of years 
There were races, good horses, fat 
cattle, prize hogs, poultry, etc. 


There was the house ia which the 


big pumpkin was exhibited, or big- 
gest cabbage, or largest cucumber, 
or big yam. 


There was the old Agricultural 


Hall, holding the main exhibit in 
needle work, knitting, preserves, 
jellies and jams, bread, biscuits 
and cake. 


Adams County Fair 


The Adams County Fair was a 


picnic looked forward to from year 
to year and talked about for weeks 
afterwards. County Fairs however 
seem to be a thing of the past. 


The intellectual development of 


Gettysburg bega'n long before the 
town was chartered. Away back in 
1776 Alexander Dobbin was con- 
ducting the first classical school 
west of the Susquehanna River. 


The County had no sooner been 


created than Pennsylvania 
was 


asked and appropriated $2,000 for 
the establishment of the Gettys- 
burg Academy. The building at the 
corner of Washington and High 
Streets, now known as Linwood 
was erected. Samuel Ramsey, of 
Dickinson College was supposed to 
be the first teacher. In 1820 Rev. 
David McConaughy had charge of 
the school. 


In 1826 the Lutheran Theologies 


Seminary was established and : 
soon became apparent that the' 
was need for a preparatory depar 
ment. Rev. David Jacobs wi 
Michael Jacobs later took char- 
of the Gettysburg Academy. 


The Academy was sold at She:-' 


Sheriti's sale in 1829 and w 
bought by Rev. Dr. S- S- Schmuch- 
and a classical and scientific d 
partment to the Seminary orga 
ized. This led up to the foundir 
of 
Gettysburg College in 183 


Preparations are being made ;

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Judge William McCledn's Reminiscenes 
Of Gettysburg As It Was in The 1830fs 
Were Printed In Compiler By Editor's Son 


On March 7, 1906. William Arch 


McClean, editor of t£e Gettysburg 
Compiler, printed a letter erf rem- 
iniscence from his father. Judge 
William McClean, in which the lat- 
ter recalled the old days in Get-' 
tjsburg when he was a youngster 
some thirty years before the Civil 
War. 
He called the recollections 


"A Rosary of Memories " 


Judge McClean attended Get- 


tysburg College la 1846-47 and then 
received his B A. degree 
from 


Washington College. He took his 
law degree at Harvard, practiced 
law in Gettysburg from 1864 to 
1875. 
was president judge. 42nd 


Pennsylvania district, 1875-1894. He 
retired in 1894 and died in 1915 at 
the age of 82. Judge McClean was 
also a member of the Pennsylvania 
Constitutional Convention in 1873 
His "letter to the Editor" follows. 


Mr Editor: — I beg leave to 


present to your readers of today a 
few of my recollections of Gettys- 
burg, as it was thirty years before 
the battle I was born in that part 
of the three-story brick, house on 
the S W corner of Baltimore street 
and the Public Square fronting on 
the Square and looking toward the 
old Court House. This building was 
erected t>y my maternal grandfa- 
ther. Johh McConaughy, hi 1817 
He was admitted to practice law 
just one hundred years ago My 
father, Moses McClean. was a law 
student in his office in the same 
building, and he married the old- 
est daughter of his preceptor. 


FvbHc B*iMta*s 


The old Court House was very 


different from any public building 
erected since the war. Tne Judge's 
bench was on the Carlisle street 
aide and there were large pillars 
supporting the gallery, something 
like the old St. John's Church ta 
Richmond, Va., in which Patrick 
Henry made bis famooQ speech in 


the House of Burgesses before the 
Revolutionary War, his closing 
words being "Give me liberty or 
give me death," The jury rooms 
were in the second story The first 
President Judge whom I can recol- 
lect was John Reed of Carlisle.

Tire principal of these 
were Samuel Fahnestock and Da 
vid Ziegler and Danner A Ziegler 
Hotels Located 
The students on Seminary Hill! 
were trained by Dr. Hazelius, Dr 
Schmucker and others, and sent 
all over the country to minister to 
Lutheran churches I write chiefly 
of what occurred before the time 
of railroads and certainly before 
the era of battlefield guides. 
Tile hotels were the Gettys T av­ 
ern on York street, long known as

There were tw'o wagon taverns, 
one at the junction of the Balti­ 
more turnpike and the Em m its­ 
burg road, kept by Conrad Snyder 
in his time, with the large sur­ 
rounding yard for wagons, now the 
Battlefield Hotel, the other was 
on the south side of Chambersburg 
street 
a b o u t 
where 
Jerom e 
Schwart’s store is, which was kept 
by Ditterline. This had also a yard 
for the big wagons. 
I recollect these turnpike schoon­ 
ers carrying large companies of 
robust German emigrants, 
men, 
women and children, who had land­ 
ed in Baltimore 
and 
took

means of conveyance to Pittsburgh, 
where they could find boats for 
points further west 
and by their 
thrift and industry improve and 
beautify our glorious land of the 
rree. 
We had the martial spirit mani- 
ested more strikingly than at pres­ 
ent. There were three companies 
mtlrely distinct. The Old Gettys- 
)urg Guards commanded by Capt. 
Daniel M. Smyser, with the negro

Their

after the style of frontier scouts 
A leading feature of their tactics, 
and in which they excelled, was 
swift running. They were fine spec­ 
imens of vigorous, athletic man­ 
hood. The fires of the Revolution 
had not burnt out in the hearts of 
the people and their love of coun­ 
try and readiness to defend her, 
whenever an occasion might call 
for them, were cherished and nur­ 
tured 
Later Gen. Jam es Reed, 
w’ho had been a regular Army of­ 
ficer, one of our lawyers, and a 
half-brother of Hal, commanded for 
a while the Independent Blues.

Interesting Facts About Fabulous Springs 
Hotel Resort That Was Doing Big Business 
Here In Late Decades Of 19th Century 


The following information on 


the Springs Hotel, that once 
flourished west of Seminary 
Ridge near the famous Kataly- 
sine Mineral Springs on a site 
now occupied by part of the 
Gettysburg Country Club lands, 
was prepared by the late Dr. 
Henry Stewart of Gettysburg 
and is preserved in the files of 
the Adams County Historical 
Society. 


"The first person to attach in- 


terest in the Katalysme Spring as 
a medicine and recommend its use 
uras the Rev. Charles G. McClean, 
in Associated Reformed Minister 
vho owned the property on which 
toe Springs was located."

Dr. J. W. C. O'Neal, in a pam- 


ahlet on the Spring and the qual- 
ities of the water, reprinted a 
paper read 
before the Adams 


County Medical Society in January, 
1876, says: 


"West of the ridge rendered fa- 


mous by the death of Gen. Reyn- 
>lds, and beyond the Run, bubbled 


the waters of a Spring, which up 
to this period had attracted little 
attention, and known only as a 
farm convenience or as a stopping 
place for wanderers in the neigh- 
borhood." 


Paradoxically, both these state- 


ments may be correct. 


Healing Towers Mythical 


Mr. McClean's pastorate of the 


Gettysburg church terminated in 
1842, and soon, 1 think, thereafter 
he moved westward and any belief 
that he may have had or attempted 
to spread may have been entirely 
forgotten in the 20 to 30-odd years 
that elapsed between his tune and 
the exploitation of the Spring and 
Dr. O'Neal's publication. 


Nevertheless, I think the follow- 


ing matter pretty positively dem- 
onstrated that the history^ of the 
Spring and its Hotel dates from 
the latter period. 


"The 
wounded who

themselves to the spring to slake 
their thirst and bathe their wounds 
found that the water possessed 
wonderful healing powers."

mineral content of the water that, 
by the wildest stretch of the imagi- 
nation, could be credited with such 
results, especially immediate ones. 


Fame From Battle 


The emphasis in the therapeutic 


armamentarium of the day lay in 
the field of chronic diseases, espe- 
cially the group dependent on, or 
associated with, an excess of uric 
acid in the body. Notwithstanding 
this, the promoters proceeded, as 
Dr. O'Neal regrets, to exploit thp 
water as practically a universal 
panacea, an element, probably, in 
the ultimate downfall. 


As my recollection serves me, in 


my boyhood days, around 1880. it 
was widely, believed that the dis- 
covery and exploitation of the 
medicinal properties of the Spring 
resulted from the (alleged) claim 
that the Rebels, during their oc- 
cupation of this region, had been 
poisoned. 


I am not alone in this belief. One 


gentleman says he has seen the 
story in print. 


Named In 1868 


It was orginally known as the 


"Lithia Spring" or the "Mineral 
Spring." 


The first appearance of the name 


Katalysine Spring of which I have 
record was in May, 1868. It was 
probably devised by the promoters 
to express more euphoniously the 
laxative effect ascribed by the 
Reblej to poison. 


If my recollection of etymology 


serves me correctly, ft Is com- 
bination of two Greek words mean- 
ing a downward flowing—kata and 
lysis. 


Influence On Gettysburg 


The effect on business must here 


have been considerable. The erec- 
tion of the hotel, the operation of 
an institution with a capacity of 
600 guests even at the now fan- 
tastic rates of $3 per day and MS 
per week (Star & Sentinel, Apr. 
1870), the greater part of which 
was probably spent here, would 
probably loom large in a little 
town. 


And there were other benefits 


There were also business advan- 
tages. In May, 1872 (Star It Sen- 
tmel), the hotel was full, and many 
rooms engaged in town hotels and 
prospective use of boarding houses 
was predicted. 


Dam Created Lake 


In addition to the foregoing, there 


were other less tangible features 
— Social gatherings were held 
there. It was also the site of func- 
tions of sundry organizations, In- 
cluding political, over a consider- 
able period of time, both with and 
without "eats." 


The recreational facilities were

If he still lives and 
should be among the survivors of 
that terrific contest, he will be 
interested to know the loyal" feel- 
ings of the few women who served 
him, as recorded by one of them, 
and how deeply the horrors of war 
affected them in the thick of bat- 
tle. 


Give Aid To Wounded 


The house was filled with wound- 


ed Union soldiers, and in answer 
to a sense of duty to stand by 
those direfully In need of assist- 
ance and attention. Mrs. Smith 
and her daughter, did not go be- 
yond the lines of battle, but re- 
mained behind to aid and cane for 
the wounded and dying. 
They 


nursed until his death a boy who, 
mortally wounded, was attempting, 
by severing an artery, to shorten 


his time of suffering. Deaf to all 
entreaties to desist, he yielded 
when he was asked if he had a 
mother, and he gave his watch and 
a lock of his hair to be sent to his 
parents in Egg Harbor, New Jer- 
sey. When told of his death and 
suffering. General Ewell said to 
Mrs. Smith, "Madam, we become 
hardened1 to such things in war." 


How the battle affected a young 


woman is well set forth in these 
lines penned as the battle was 
waged a half century ago by one 
who was then a young woman of 
rare Christian character. For years 
she went in and out among us in 
this community, to help those in 
distress and in need, — a living 
exemplification of her faith. If her 
experience during 
those 
fateful 


days in 1863, written with no idea 
that they would ever be printed, 
will help to make war hideous, or 
cause those in authority to pause 


before drawing the sword, this 
short diary will serve a purpose 
she dreamed not of. What she 
w r o t e follows, 
with but few 


changes or corrections, was: 


J. B. McP. (McPherson) 


Wednesday, July 1st, 1863. 


This morning rose warm clear, 


and quiet, and I sat a long while 
with Mrs. R. G. McCreary talking 
of our army and the prospect of a 
contest in our vicinity within a few 
days, little dreaming that at that 
moment the enemy were almost 
within speaking distance of our ad- 
vance, and that in a few hours 
would be offered the battle of this 
great struggle, that is to demon- 
strate to the admiring world that 
this" government is self-sustaining 
against home traitors as well as 
foreign foes, and establish a Re- 
public that will to the end of time 
continue to be a model for the 
world.

More than a column of space was 


devoted exclusively to the Memorial 
Day address delivered in Gettysburg 
in 1906. It was titled "Memorial Ad- 
dress", and carried the byline "CoL 
A. K. McClure." There was a one 
sentence introduction. It follows in 
full: 


Following is the address of Col. 


A. K. McClure, delivered on Me- 
morial Day: 
• 


The speaker gave expression to 


his grateful memories of a political 
struggle nearly half a century ago, 
when he was called to represent the 
Gettysburg district in the State 
Senate, and to the pride he has 
cherished, for the honor of having 
represented the Gettysburg district 
in the highest Legislative tribunal 
of the State, when the great issues 
of civil war had to be met in field 
and forum. He portrayed the great 
battle on whose field they had met 
to deck the graves of the fallen 
heroes in the decisive battle of the 
fraternal conflict, with the beauty 
and fragrance of flowers. 


He spoke of the pride that every 


Pennsylvanisn must feel, not only 
in having this great battlefield with- 
in the limits of our commonwealth, 
but in the distinction won in that 
bloody struggle by Pennsylvania 


soldiers. Meade, of Pennsylvania, 
commanded the army; Reynolds, of 
Pennsylvania, opened the attack 
and fell upon the field; Hancock, of 
Pennsylvania, lay prostrate 
from 


terrible wounds, hard by the bloody 
angle, and remained on the field 
until he could announce the repulse 
of Pickett's charge, and Gregg, of 
Pennsylvania, met the assault of 
Stuart's five thousand troopers, and 
repulsed them in the desperate ef- 
fort to turn the right flank of the 
Union army.

which he offered his life. 


"Cloud of Anarchy" 


I recall the terrible cloud of 


anarchy that spread its dark pall 
over the land in 1877, when the 
power of local and even state gov- 
ernment was overthrown by the red- 
handed rioter. In Philadelphia, mobs 
took possession 
of our railway 


depots, and the state and city gov- 
ernments were powerless to move a 
single train. Our great highways, 
from the Eastern Sea to the Father 
of Waters, were in the hands of in- 
flamed mobs. The transmission of 
mails, of commerce and of trave] 
was absolutely halted. I was called 
to serve as one of the Committee of 
Safety of five to act in confidential 
accord with the Mayor of the city 
to aid him in maintaining the pub- 
lic peace and reopening our rail- 
roads. 


Revolutionary necessities had been 


precipitated by revolutiorary action 
and without waiting for formal war- 
rant, the Committee advised the 
Mayor to double the police force 
and have the veteran military forces 
of the city notified to be in readi- 
ness for action. The first important 
duty was to appoint one thousand 
additional policemen. There were 
then many thousand Philadelphia 
working men out of employment 
many of whom owned their own 
homes, and it was believed that from 
that class a large number of emer- 
gency policemen could be obtained 
In that we were sadly disappointed 
There were thousands of honest an< 
home-owning working men to Phila- 
delphia, who, while opposed to 
anarchy, as a rule, would not serve 
as policemen to enforce law anc 
order against those, who falsel; 
claimed to be battling for the bene- 
fit of labor. 


Soldiers Answer Call 


We next turned to the Grand 


Army, and a thousand of as tru 
men as ever accepted public duty 
reenforced the police within a very 
few hours. There was not a singl 
soldier of the Civil War who did no 
promptly and heroically respond fc 
the call for the forceful maintenanc 
of the liberty of law, and they gav 
peace to Philadelphia. Soon there 
after, less than a company of vet 
erans marched upon the thousand 
of cowardly rioters at the railroa 
•depots, and the lawless fled befor 
the gleam of the bayonet that de 
manded the mastery of law and i 
order. I speak advisedly as one who 
was in the inner councils of those 
who were charged with the respon- 
sible duty of restoring Philadelphia 
to peace, when I say that our great 
city was saved from anarchy and 
murder by the fidelity of our Union 
soldiers, who were as heroic in

THE LIQUOR BILL 


The Committee of Conference on 


the Liquor bill have agreed, and 
their report was to be made on Fri- 
day. The bill, it ft said, fixes $20 as 
the minimum license for taverns in 
the county; $50 in country towns, 
and other boroughs with over 200 
taxables; $75 in Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh, and one hotel to be 
licensed in the cities for every 100 
taxables, and one for every 150 
taxables elsewhere. It also allows 
one restaurant or eating-house to 
be licensed for every four hotels 
every where; the license not to be 
less than $20, and to be granted by 
the Courts. (1856) 


THE LIQUOR LAW 


The bill to repeal the Restraining 


Liquor law of last session, passed 
second reading in the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday last, 
yeas 70; nays 27; and passed finally 
on Thursday, yeas 69; nays 25. It 
was sent to the Senate immediately, 
wnen Mr. Buckalew moved its ref- 
erence to a special committee, 
which was debated at length and 
with Considerable warmth, and was 
still pending when the Senate ad- 
journed. (1856)
